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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR LI 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 8/27/03 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) 
because of the presence of so many corrections made to the original specification. 

A substitute specification filed under 37 CFR 1.125(a) must only contain subject matter 
from the original specification and any previously entered amendment under 37 CFR 1.121. If 
the substitute specification contains additional subject matter not of record, the substitute

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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1, 4, 6, 28, 35 and 39 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
claims 1, 28 and 35 need to be resubmitted in order to remove the bold face or dark sections. As 
per claim 1, lines 8-9, what does it mean by "available time frame in a predetermined place" ? 
The same comment applies to claims 4, 6, and 39. Claim 7, "in an asynchronous way" should be 
"asynchronously". Claim 9, "data stream" should be "transmitter". Claim 28, line 1, "receiver" 
should be "A receiver"; line before the last, "said sending" should be "sending". Claim 35, 
"transmitter" should be "A Transmitter". Claim 39, line 1, "Method" should be "A method". In 
addition, claim 28, is "the means for sending" the same as "the trigger sending means"? If so, the 
claim should be amended in such a way to replace "trigger sending means" by "means for 
sending". Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

6. Claims 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fraser US patent 
No. 5,894,476.

Fraser teaches means 103 for receiving a trigger signal "STRB" from a receiver 105 
indicated when a data from said transmitter 103 is needed; means for providing a data signal 1 1 1 
from said transmitter 103 to said receiver 105; Fraser further teaches that the transmitter 103 
includes an internal buffer to buffer said data inherently until said trigger signal is received see 
col. 5, lines 1-10; note that at col. 4, lines 21-25, Fraser teaches that when there is no data to 
send, the device sends invalid data (idle data) on line 209. 



7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 39 and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fraser. 

As applied to claim 35 above, Fraser discloses every feature of the claimed invention but 
does not explicitly teaches that the receiver is an ADSL type receiver. However, coupling an 
ATM transmitter to an ADSL receiver is old and well established in the art. Given that, it would 
have been obvious to one skill in the art to implement such a network configuration in Fraser in
